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^ Dominican Republic: Moderate rebel elements 
are attempting to head off growing Communist strength 
in the rebel movement. 


Leaders of the leftist Dominican Revolutionary 
Party (PRD) have expressed their concern to US em- 
bassy officials over the active role the Communists 
are taking in the rebel movement and have stressed the 
need for an early political solution to the crisis. 

In an apparent effort to facilitate negotiations, the 
PRD executive committee on 12 July sent Garcia Godoy 
a list of suggested names for cabinet positions in the 
government he is attempting to form. Proposed candi- 
dates, however, ranged from responsible persons to a 
Communist party member and the list demonstrated 
the usual naivete or poor judgment shown by the PRD 
in selecting leaders. 


[The PRD and other moderate rebel elements are 
apparently attempting to thwart efforts by rebel extrem- 
ists to provoke renewed fighting. It was reported earlier 
this week that the PRD was considering taking over that 
part of the rebel zone now dominated by the pro-Castro 
Fourteenth of June Political Group (APCJ) and the Do- 
minican Popular Movement (MPD). This would, how- 
ever, be a rather formidable task in view of the well- 
armed strength of these two Communist groupsjf

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Common Market : /Prospects of an early lessening of 
the Common Market crisis seem poorjf 

/The French foreign minister’s talks this week with 
his Belgian and Dutch counterparts apparently produced 
no new leads. West German Foreign Minister Schroeder 
has told an EEC Commission official that, in Bonn’s 
view, urgent efforts to resolve the "Brussels difficulties" 
are neither practicable nor desirable. Speaking before 
committees of the Italian Parliament, Foreign Minister 
Fanfani stated that the 26-27 July EEC Council session 
would not try to resolve substantive issues but rather 
ascertain whether a resumption of discussions at the 
community level was possible^ 

/The French boycott of community activities, mean- 
while, is by no means complete. French attendance of 
only certain EEC working groups is probably intended 
to maintain progress on and preserve French interests 
in "old" activities while assuring that decisions on new 
activities are prevented. However, questions are 
arising- -the recent US call for an international con- 
ference on monetary reform is one- -which may tend 
to increase pressure on France to extend its participa- 
tion in community forumsj* 

/High-level French officials still seem uncertain as 
to De Gaulle’s real motives in the present crisis. The 
head of the Foreign Ministry’s economic section has 
blamed the Italians for causing the breakup of the 
30 June council session because of domestic considera- 
tions. He nevertheless went on to indicate that the root 
cause of the controversy was the community's entering

Congo (Brazzaville): The radical Brazzaville re- 
gime imposed emergency defense measures on 15 July 
following a bungled sabotage attempt on power lines 
serving the capital’s radio station and grenade attacks 
on the homes of two cabinet ministers. /These attacks 
apparently were perpetrated by ex-president Youlou’s 
Leopoldville -based supporters who have received 
paracommando training and reportedly have been plan- 
ning sabotage^ While the increasingly nervous regime 
seems in no real danger of being overthrown, these 
incidents will probably add to the rising tensions and 
could well aid extremist elements in their campaign to 



enezuela: /The occupation of the Central Univer- 
sity in Caracas by government security forces has 
been postponed indefinitely. The government cancelled 
the operation because it feared word of its plans had 
leaked out to leftist elements in the university, and 
under these circumstances believed that the results of 
the move would be fruitless and embarrassing. A tra- 
ditional sanctuary for leftist insurgents, the Central 
University has been an operating base for heightened 

terrorist activ ities in the western part of the city
